Work on the completion of tbe Big 
Sandy river improvements is progressing 
at a lively rate and the forces have been 
doulled at Louisa Nearly fifty men are 
now employed on the grading at that 
point. On up the Louisa fork Captain 
Buck Butler and a crew of thirteen men 
are engaged cleariug away the chaunels 
and riffles of rocks and obstructions of 
all sorts. Captain Fred McUenry, who 
Just came from the Guyandotte. will start 
up the Tug fork with a erew this week. 
The trip will occupy about three months, 



The majority of correspondents report 
generally favorable results to all crops 
from the weather conditions of tbe past 
week. During tbe first five days the tem- 
perature was considerably below the nor- 
mal, but with the two closing days of the 
week it had risen to a point slightly above 
the average for the season The amount 
of sunshine received was less than tbe 
average, partly cloudy or cloudy weather 
being the prevailing conditions. 

Tbe high humidity and heavy dew de 
posits arrested further damage in the 
few localities where drouth conditions 
have prevailed. Considerable rain fell 
during the week, but was so unevenly 
distributed that it is difficult to make any 
average estimate of the amount for the 
state. It came mainly in the form of 
local thunder showers, which were much 
more frequent and heavy in the Western 
and Southern counties than in other sec- 
tions of the state. A few heavy showers 
were reported Trom the Central counties 
snd pntc'ically none from the Eastern 
sections. 

Wheat threshing is nearly completed 
in the Western sections, is in full progress 
in the Central and has been commenced 
In the Eastern portion The work was 
retarded by rain in some localities, and in 
other places, especially in portions of the 
Central counties, the damp weathi 
caused the grain to sprout in the shock 
and considerable damage is reported from 
this cause. The reports received this 
week confirm those previously received 
in regard to the unsatisfactory yield and 
quality of the grain. Some fields have 
shown results quite or nearly up 
usual standard, but tbe great amount of 
tough and inferior wheat which has been 
harvested, will greatly affect the average 
for the state. 

The harvesting of oats was commenced 
during the week throughout the Western 
counties and to some extent in other por 
tions of the state. The weather condi 
tions of the past month bave been so fa 
vorable to this crop as to enable it to 
completely recover from early set backs 
and to change what was a rather poor 
prospect six weeks ago to a most excel 
lent one at the present lime. Reports 
from nearly every county indicate that 
the yield will be good, though in so 
few districts the grain was seriously di 
aged by high winds and heavy rains. 

Hay harvesting bas commenced 
many portions of tbe state, and rerxi 
relative to the condition of the crop 
somewhat conflicting. The recent ra 
htve improved the prospects, particularly 
in the Southwestern counties, where 
some correspondents report a good yield. 
In the Northeastern, and portions of the 
Central counties, however, the fields are 
short and dry, and less than the average 
crop is anticipated. Taking tbe state as 
a whole, the outlook for this crop is not 
promising. 

The weather conditions of the week 
were favorable to the growth of corn, and 
farmers in all parts of the state are jubi- 
lant over the prospects for the crop. The 
Majority of correspondents are agreed 
he opinion that the present outlook is the 
>est in years, that if no unforeseen detri- 
ments intervene betweeu now and bar 
;, tbe yield will be enormous. 
The entire crop is now "laid by," and 
has generally recovered from the uneven 
growth occasioned by frost and worms 
.rlier in tbe season. Some complaints 
are made of cinchbugs, but as yet their 
presence is not general, nor have they 
caused any material injury. 

The correspondent in t'rittendeu 
county reports the appearance of a kind 
of fungus growth, which is damaging the 
crop in his locality 

Tobacco is making floe progress in 
nearly all portions of the state. In some 
of the Northwestern counties lack of 
rain has arrested its growth, but in other 
sections its condition is reported to be 
very encouraging. Some of the fields la 
the Southern counties are being topped 
Gardens have improved during the 
week and are now in generally good con* 
dition.

Schofleld 
has also been engaged in an inspection 
of the army posts, and that it was un- 
derstood in the beginning that 
Lamont's journey was purely an 
ornamental affair from a military 
point of view. Of more sig- 
nificance is the fact that he refrains 
from denying the report that bis jour- 
ney west was in the interest of a third 
term for President Cleveland. He was 
asked if he had anything to say on this 
question, and his reply was evasive. 
He could not be induced to declare 
either that he was not engaged in 
sounding western sentiments or that 
Mr. Cleveland was not, in faet, a can- 
didate for another term. 

The secretary of war is not so eager 
as some of the president's superserv- 
iceable frienda in asserting that Mr. 
Cleveland has no designs upon another 
term in the white house. He is too 
familiar with the president's plans to 
expose himself to the charge of willful 
deception, and he is confident enough 
of his hold upon the president s confi- 
dence to understand that any such 
an unnecessary exhibition would not 
tend to raise him in Mr. Cleveland'* 
esteem. Nothing need be expected 
from either Mr. Lamont or the presi- 
dent with regard to a third term until 
the secretary of -war has had an oppoi 
tunity to report at tiray Gables, an 
until the chiefs in the scheme for 
third term have talked over possibil:

Brave Cincinnati Firemen Killed 
and Mangled. 

Capt Healey and Plpfman Tom 
Wisby Taken Out Dead. 




A Lara* Number Kerlon.lr Injured. Horn 
of Whom May Die- Several Hnlldlngs 
Burned to the Ground— The Finan- 
cial Lou » gunrtfi of a Million. 

ClWCIHHATI, July 18.— A homeless, ir- 
responsible vagabond, dirty, unkempt 
and probably hungry, dropped a light- 
ed match through n grating to a base- 
ment on Water street Wednesday af- 
ternoon, with the same total uncon- 
sciousness of result* that animated 
the cow that kicked over the lamp in 
Chicago. 

The fire started at 1:45 p. m. in the 
basement of J. W. Hermeseh A Co.'t 
feed warehouse, at 11 and II Water 
street, being located just east of the 
approach to the Suspension bridge. 

So rapidly did the fire spread thai 
persons on the second floor barely 
caped by 'jumping. The fire did 
confine itself to the one building, 
ran rapidly rearward and attacked 
building on Front street, between 
Morris establishment, at Front 
Walnut, and the bridge approach. 

In a very short space of time after 
the first alarm came the ten-blow, a 
total of thirteen engines responding. 
The alarm came from Hox 13. and tin- 
resulting fatalities gave a text for gos- 
sip. 

In the Water street building the 
combustion seemed perfect. The roof 
burned off and scarcely any smoke 
•rose, great forked flames demonstrat- 
ing that the tire was feeling upon the 
moat inflammable of material. 

Walls began to fall before 1:80 
o'clock. A piece dropped out of the 
top of the front of the Water street 
building. A quarter of an hour later 
down came a great four-story sec- 
tion, reaching clear across the street, 
and covering with debris the space 
hastily vacated by three details of fire- 

Itricks flew a hundred feet and did 
some damage. Spectators were cut 
and bruised and many were trampled 
under foot when the wild rush forsafe- 

^Wa^aftcr wall fell, the one that 
brought death with it not being " 
last. The buildings are practically de- 
Yet, despite the danger, the firemen 
did not hesitate, but pushed into 
very heart of the tire. They climbed 
'on ladders and fought when enveloped 
in smoke and blistered by fire, they 
stood on roofs with fiery furnaces on 
both sides and the rays of the sun beat- 
ing down on their heads, they stood in 
narrow streets, beneath rotten, totter- 
ing walls, and not one of them fal- 
tered. 

The pain-racked, cruelly wounded 
bodies of those who tossed in agon; 
through the hot night and the mutilat 
ed corpses of two brave fellows testlf; 
mutely, but with greater emphasi 

to duty " ami the inherent l.raverv o 
the Queen City firemen. 

These men met deuth and injury bi 
plunging into a building that was no 
toriously unsafe, forgetful of all bu 
the work before them, unmindful o 
the danger that many saw. only to t> 
crushed down by a wall that was away 
lng and tottering before they wer 
near it It is a question whether th. 
saving of property demanded Mich i 
sacrifice.
